Seaway Agency In Trouble

WASHINGTON 
The St. Lawrence Seaway De­ 
v elopmen t Corp. is to trou ble 
The federal agency supervising 
the huge waterway project Unking 
the Great Lakes with the Atlantic 
Ocean has had a rise in estimated 
total spending from 87 million dol­ 
lars to more than 98 million. Hie 
main cause was said to be too 
low forecasts on major contracts. 
Testimony before the House Ap­ 
propriation* Committee disclosed 
the agency was 9852.200 low on es­ 
timated spending for the current 
fiscal year. 
Hie 
New 
York State 
Power 
Authority, which is building t h e 
connected power plant in the St. 
Lawrence, has suddenly deeded 
the seaway agency, not the power 
authority, should pay fear about 20 
million dollars worth of dredging 
in the river’s international rapids 
section. 
Congress has criticized the agen­ 
cy’s administrative expense pro­ 
cedure and told it to sharpen it 
up. Congress also noted in a crit­ 
ical veto the high fee paid to out­ 
side consultants—9100 a day—and 
that the Army Engineers, the con­ 
structing agent for t ic seaway cor­ 
poration, gets a higher fee from 
that agency than it usually does 
for construction work from other 
agencies. 
The dispute with the Coast Guard 
over who should operate naviga­ 
tion aids, once considered settled, 
has been turned over to A tty. Gen. 
Herbert Brownell J r., at the Coast 
Guard’s request Both the com- 
troller general and toe Budget Bu­ 
reau have ruled that the aids are 
the « eawav corporation 3 responsi­ 
bility, but the Coast Guard re­ 
fused to acoept toe rulings. 
The dispute with New York is 
serious and may wind up in the 
hands of the State Department. 
Power Authority Chairman Robert 
Moses says toe dredging in some 
river channels should be paid for 
by the seaway corpora ton. even 
though originally this had been con­ 
sidered a New York exper.se. 
If tie federal agency is stuck 
with the added fiscal burden it can­ 
not opera to within toe 105 mfilioa 
dollar limitation imposed by Con­ 
gress two years ago.

Yet one drop of oil w ill lubricate an engine for 600 of these 
explosions. 


The bottom piston ring doe« the Job of scraping excess 
oil off the cylinder before it can get into the combustion 
chamber (and cause that telltale blue smoke from the ex­ 
haust) The motorist who runs on old oil soon finds plugged 
oil b<dcs or stuck piston rings. 


You can expect to use a quart of oil every 600 to 1200 miles 
in a new passenger car, but poor driving can make a good car 
eat up oil like a youngster with a bowl of ice cream. High speeds 
in low or second gears for example, throw a tot of oil on to en­ 
gine parts and some car« w ill use 6 to 8 times more oil at 70 as 
at 40.
